REMARKS 

Claims 52-66, and 68-72 are presented for consideration by 
the Examiner. Claims 1-51 and 67 have been canceled herein. 
Claims 52-66 presented herein include claims that were restricted 
from the parent application, U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 
10/277,721. Claims 68-72 are new claims, which are supported in 
the disclosure, inter alia , in FIG. 3, and claims 52-66. 
Accordingly, no new matter has been added. 

Amendments to the specification have been made consistent 
with amendments made in the parent application and as supported 
in the disclosure, inter alia , FIG. 3 and the first full 
paragraph of page 12. Accordingly, no new matter has been added. 

In view of the foregoing, applicants believe that claims 52- 
66, and 68-72 are all allowable and the same is respectfully 
requested. If any impediment to the allowance of these claims 
remains after entry of this Amendment, and such impediment could 
be alleviated during a telephone interview, the Examiner is 
invited to initiate the same.
